A spectacular pre-dawn blaze on 
Thursday, Jan. 5, completely 
destroyed a home on West Simmons 
Street, in Elba, and kept firefighters 
from Elba, New Brockton and Opp 
busy for almost two hours before 
being brought under control. 


The blaze, which was reported at 
approximately 5:00 a.m., quickly

engulfed a wood frame house at 804 
W. Simmons and threatened a 
neighboring apartment complex. 
Elba firemen battled the blaze, but 
couldn’t get it under control and 
radioed both New Brockton and Opp 
for assistance. The three 
departments were able to control the 
blaze; however, it was impossible to 
save the structure. 


Dr. Willard Crabtree, the 
principal at Zion Chapel High 
School, had rented the home for 
several months but had moved 
during the holidays. He reported 
that a small amount of furniture was 
still in the house, including several 
antiques, and that he had planned to 
move the items the day of the fire. 


City In Good Financial Shape 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday, January 9, with all 
members except Councilman 
Charles Kennett present. The first 
item of business was the presenta- 
tion of the annual audit by Enter- 
prise accountant Winston Brunson. 
He told the council that the city 
finances were in better shape than a 
year earlier with an increase in 
equity of $271,000 from the previous 
year. 

As usual the audit showed the 
city lost money on the sewer sytem, 
as maintenance problems in the 
sandy, wet Elba soil continues to 
push cost above income. During the 
past year this added cost was 
$17,700. : 

The audit revealed that Elba 
received over $281,000 in state and 
federal grants during the past year. 
Part of these funds were used in 
operating vital city services (police 
department uses revenue sharing) 
and some was one-time matching 
grants for recreational parks, etc. 


The Elba volunteer fire depart- 
ment-has recently elected officers 
and this election must be approved 
by the city council, which did so 
without discussion. Those elected 
and unanimously approved are 
Charles Cox, chief; Collis Parrish, 
assistant chief; Robert Miller, cap- 
tain; Benny Wilkerson, Lt.; Donald 
Lawford, Secretary; William Law- 
ford, Treasurer. 

A resolution on hiring of the 
handicapped was approved. It is 
required for the city to continue 
receiving revenue sharing and other 
federal funds. 

Also a resolution was unanimous- 
ly approved opposing the abandon- 
ment of the Seaboard Coastline 
Railroad from Elba to Enterprise. 
Mayor English told council members 
that he had received a letter from the 
Railroad stating they planned to file 
with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Washington on 
January 24, a petition to close the 
spur line. English said the city was 


joining with affected industries, 
other governing bodies and the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce in opposing 
the action. 

Bids were approved on purchase 
of lights for the new tennis courts. 
The lowest of three bids received 
was from All Phase Electric Whole- 
salers for $8,886.23. The lights will 
be installed by the Elba Water and 
Electric Department. 

Bills totaling $3800.32 were 
approved for payment, as was 
payment for gasoline for $7,000- 
plus. English reported that efforts to 
lower the telephone bills had 
succeeded in cutting the bill from 
near $1000 a month to a little over 
$500. 

Charles Marler appeared before 
the council and complained about 
illegal activities in his neighborhood 
on weekends. He grumbled that the

Elba City School Board Discusses 
Major Renovation Plans 


The Elba City School Board met 

last Thursday in a short session. The 
‘oard ‘members were told by Super 
intendent John Osburn that plans for 
the massive high school renovation 
project were at the State Department 
of Education and approval was 
expected in a couple of days. He 
correctly predicted that advertising 
for bids would begin in The Elba 
Clipper this week. 

The project is estimated to cost in 
excess of $500,000 and will be 
funded in part by some state capital 
outlay bond funds and partially by a 
$250,000 pledge from the City of 
Elba. The school system has on 
deposit $270,000 that must be used 
for construction, plus some addition- 
al funds still in Montgomery that will 
be used for some new buses and 
possibly to supplement this project. 


Osburn explained that «#0 
additional project to add a new 
larger band room, expanded athletic 
locker room/weight room, and some 
work on the football field was waiting 
on city council action fund-wise 
before proceeding. This plan 
tentatively calls for construction of a 
new band room of 2500 square feet in 
the area of the old burned out gym. 
The athletic department would 
acquire the old band room for 8 
conditioning area, as it adjoins the 
gym, locker room and coaches’ 
office. Restroom facilities on the 
visitors’ side of Leroy Miller Memo- 
rial Stadium would be added and 
new/improved lighting installed. 
One estimate on the total cost of this 
second project is $150,000. 

The annual audit of the school 
system: was presented to board 


members with a notation that it was 
the most complete audit ever com- 
pleted on the system, due to new 
auditing standards for city school 
systems, similar to those done 
previously only on county systems. 
The audit found no major problems 
but did note that additional checks 
and balances were needed on the 
cash accounts, something Osburn 
said was a problem due to the limited 
staff in his office. 

The public meeting ended with 
the school board going into executive 
session at Osburn’s request to 
discuss a personnel problem. 

The next monthly meeting is 
scheduled for February 2, but will 
possibly be postponed a week, as is 
often done to allow office personnel 
time to prepare end-of-the-month 
reports for the board. 


County Commission Will 
Need Money To Pay Bills 


The Coffee County Commission 
met for the first time in almost a 
month on Monday, January 9, at the 
courthouse in Elba and held a short, 
but very active meeting. 

Present at the meeting were 
Commission Chairman Marion 
Brunson and Commissioners Charlie 
Mack Martin, Rex Boutwell, Billy 
Eagerton, Eugene Bradley and 
Gilmer Grant. Marvin Bowden was 
absent due to illness. 

After the routine approval of the 
December 12 minutes, County 
Engineer Frank Charlton formally 
introduced new assistant engineer 
Tim Simpson. Simpson, a recent 
Auburn graduate, has been with the 
county since mid-December, 1983, 
but was attending his first meeting. 

Chariton told the commission & 
heavy machinery company had 
repaired a bulldozer, but said the 
bulldozer was not operating 
properly.

complete failure, but at just the right 
time God came and brought victory 
through the life, death and resur- 
rection of Jesus. And what did God 
require of man? Just that man 
believe on the only Begotten Son of 
God.

According to Crenshaw County 
Sheriff Frances Smith, an autopsy 
was conducted on Mrs. Dossey and 
an investigation by the Crenshaw 
County Sheriff's Department and 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation left 
too many ‘‘unanswered questions”’ 
about the death. The evidence was 
presented to the Grand Jury, who 
returned an indictment. 

Original reports about the death 
stated that Mr. and Mrs. Dossey 
went deer hunting on January 1, and 
Mrs. Dossey apparently lay down 
her gun. When she picked the gun 
up, it apparently discharged when a 
vine caught on the trigger and pulled 
it back. 

In a related matter, the body of 
Dossey’s daughter, who drowned on 
February 3, 1982, was exhumed and 
sent to Montgomery for an autopsy. 
It is believed the autopsy was 
ordered to confirm drowning as the 
cause of death.

Crabtree’s suit, along with 
secking $50,000 in compensatory 
and punitive damages, also asks that 
the school board be ordered to pay 
his attorney's fees and court costs.

The State examiners, in an audit 
report released last week, stated 
over $60,000 was either missing from 
the Probate Judge’s office or had 
been overpaid to various agencies 
from several county funds between 
October, 1978 and January 1983. 

Approximately $45,000 was paid 
back to the county general fund from 
accounts where money had been 
incorrectly placed, but $20,601.42 
was never accounted for. 

As Probate Judge, Sawyer was 
legally responsible for the missing 
funds. The fact Sawyer was bonded 
for $10,000 while Probate Judge 
would alleviate a portion of a 
possible personal repayment. 


$32 Million In 
Marijuana Destroyed 
In 1983 In State 


Marijuana piants valued at more 
than $32 million were destroyed 
during Alabama’s 1983 Domestic 
Marijuana Eradication Program, 
according to Department of Public 
Safety Director Col. Byron Prescott. 

Between Feb. 15 and Nov. 21, the 
operaton netted 62,758 plants found 
growing in 496 plots and numerous 
pots and greenhouses, Prescott said. 
The marijuana, valued at $32.36 
million, was discovered in 50 
counties throughout Alabama. In 
addition, 103 people were arrested, 
$59,265 in property seized and 
$28,725 in other drugs confiscated. 

“The results of the 1983 
eradication program have been 
outstanding,’’ said Prescott. ‘‘State, 
city, county and federal law 
enforcement agencies worked 
together successfully thoughout the 
year in an effort to destroy 
Alabama’s Domestic Marijuana 
crop.”’ 

Prescott said Alabama is one of 
40 states participating in the U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Administration- 
Sponsored Program. The DEA 
provides training and partial funding 
to assist in eradicating domestic 
marijuana. 

The Alabama program is a 
cooperative effort of local police 
departments, sheriffs’ offices, DEA 
officers and Department of Public 
Safety Narcotics agents. The 
Department of Public Safety 
coordinates the collection of informa- 
tion on the destruction of home- 
grown marijuana. 

Marijuana was located through 


aerial surveillance provided by 
Public Safety Aviators and other 
state pilots. After marijuana is 
located, state narcotics officers 
contact local sheriffs’ offices and 
police departments to assist in its 


. destruction. 


Information about marijuana 
crops is provided by State Narcotics 
officers, sheriff and _ police 
departments, other local officials, 
individuals aware of illegal cultiva- 
tion and by alert citizens who call the 
Department's HELP line. Citizens 
may anonymously report illegal drug 
operations by calling the HELP line 
toll free at 1-800-392-8011. 

Prescott praised state and local 
agencies for their efforts in 
destroying this year’s marijuana 
crop. *‘I can offer nothing but praise 
for each of the law enforcement 
agencies that participated in the 
second year of this program in 
Alabama,"’ said Prescott. ‘I know 
we can count on the continued 
support of those local agencies and 
of all citizens of the State of 
Alabama.’’ 

From July through September 
1982, the Eradication Program 
resulted in the destruction of some 
35,000 plants with a value of 
approximately $18 million, said the 
colonel. ‘‘In 1983, we have almost 
doubled those figures,’’ Prescott 
said, ‘‘and | look forward to 
continued success with the 1984 
program.”’
